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POPULARISING ART. 


HY is it that the public takes so littie interest in 
museums and art galleries ? The question arises 

from the account given in a contemporary by Lord 
Harewood of the activities of the Sudeley Committee 
during the past year, from which it would appear that 
these institutions are not appreciated by the public 
as they should be. There is, we think, no simple 
answer to the question ; it is capable of many answers. 
One (and we believe it to be a very significant one) .is 
that the public prefers to spend its leisure in what it 
regards as more pleasurable ways, 7.e., in the cinema, 
the theatre, at the dog track, the football or the cricket 
match, or in personal engagement in sport or recrea- 
tional activities; another is that museums and art 
galleries are not, from the popular point of view, 
sufficiently attractive in themselves, or that the nature 
of their contents is not sufficiently well known (in other 
words, that they need to be advertised); while yet 
another is that, in many cases, they are not open at 
hours convenient for the public to visit them. In each 
and all of these answers and many others there is no 
doubt a certain element of truth ; but perhaps the root 
cause of apathy towards museums and art galleries is 
that the public have not been educated up to them. 
It is idle to expect that people who are taught little or 
nothing of art and antiquity in their youth should 
suddenly become interested in these things later in life. 


We are glad, therefore, to note an increasing tendency 
towards the study of art in the elementary and other 
schools. Only this week an exhibition has been held, 
at the County Hall, of 500 drawings, designs and 
paintings chosen from 4,000 submitted by about 500 
L.C.C. schools, of types varying from infants’ to 
secondary schools. It is interesting to note that the 
methods of teaching art in the Council’s schools have 
altered and that copying is now discouraged. It is 
encouraging to find that something of a constructive 
nature is being done in some of our schools towards 
spreading an appreciation of art. But need the effort 
stop there? We think not. 


One useful development, to which Lord Harewood 
incidentally calls attention, is the opening, by the 
Travel Association of Great Britain, with the aid of a 
grant of £3,000 a year from the London County Council, 
of an office at 29, Cockspur-street, S.W., for information 
respecting “Travel and Industrial Development,” 
which is intended to provide, inter alia, information 
respecting museums, picture galleries and _ historic 
buildings. Something of the sort has long been badly 
needed, and the idea would seem to be capable of 
further development. The museums and art galleries 
themselves could also do something by means of posters 
and other advertising to call attention to the riches 
they contain. Such advertising need not be too serious 
but rather designed to catch the attention of the man- 
in-the-street. Arrangements might be made to exhibit, 
with proper precautions, outside museums and art 
galleries some example of their contents, which could 
be changed from time to time, just as goods are changed 
in shop windows. We must confess to having been 
always intrigued by the exhibits, changed at regular 
intervals, in the windows of the United Services 
Museum in Whitehall. Wellington’s hat, Napoleon’s 
sword, or what not, must have enticed many a passer-by 
into Inigo Jones’s Banqueting Hall.- 

It may be considered undignified to attempt to 
popularise art by such methods, but we feel that the 
means justifies the end. The problem, with regard to 
the adult population at any rate, would seem to be how 
to arouse interest. Once interest is aroused much else 
may follow as a matter of course.

RECONDITIONING RURAL COTTAGES. 


W E are glad to note the increasing degree of attentio® 

being focused upon the problem presented by 
old cottages in rural areas. The undoubted shortage of 
accommodation for agricultural labourers, coupled 
with the obvious need to preserve as far as possible 
cottages which are a particularly charming form of our 
architectural heritage, provides ample reason why we 
should take every step within our means to rehabilitate 
and preserve such cottages wherever possible. 

It is a source of great disappointment that, com- 
paratively, so little has been done in this direction. 
Up to December 31 last, only 17,133 such dwellings had 
been rehabilitated under the Housing (Rural Workers) 
Acts, a record which is not particularly impressive. We 
are interested to note that causes for this were advanced 
at the Royal Sanitary Institute Congress this week by 
Mr. L. Hesford, who suggested that the reason, in his 
opinion, was that county councils had not had any in- 
centive to pursue vigorously the administration of the 
Rural Workers Acts. In Mr. Hesford’s words, “ they 
only hold a watching brief.” 

The remedy put forward is that greater encourage- 
ment should be given to the rural district councils to 
advise owners of the grants available and act as propa- 
ganda agents for the county councils. The rural councils 
are naturally more intimately concerned with the im- 
provement of housing conditions within their district, 
but it is their duty only to inspect, serve notice to 
repair or demolish the properties, and provide houses 
for persons displaced. They have no powers to make 
grants or duty to bring to the notice of owners the 
advantages of the Act. 

If such is indeed the position, we trust that the 
Ministry of Health, which is at present making renewed 
efforts to secure the preservation of rural cottages, will 
give due attention to these contentions, with a view to 
securing that fuller use be made of the grants which are 
available under the Acts. 


ARCHITECTURE AND INDUSTRY. 


QOMETHING of what can be done by enlightened 

private enterprise to improve the lot of industrial 
workers is shown in the sixteenth Annual Report of the 
Miners’ Welfare Committee, just issued.* This Com- 
mittee, which has been at work since 1920, derives its 
revenue from a levy of 4d. per ton of coal produced, and 
a levy of Is. in the £ on mining royalties ; it includes 
representatives of both coal-owners and mine-workers, 
and is assisted in each of the twenty-five coal-mining 
areas by District Committees of employers and employed. 

One of the chief objects of the Miners’ Welfare Fund 
is to provide pithead baths, and ‘in 1937 a sum of 
£657,690, two-thirds of the total grants from the Fund 
during the year, was allocated to this object. By the 
end of 1937, 208 baths had been completed, giving 
accommodation to nearly 275,000 miners, and a further 
70 baths, with accommodation for 90,000 miners, were 
under construction. The Committee have also spent 
large sums for a variety of different purposes ranging 
from bowling greens to scientific research. 

The Report has an uncommon interest, not only for 
great employers of labour but for architects, for it 
includes many illustrations of architectural work— 
pithead baths, housing schemes, sports pavilions, ete.— 
carried out from the designs of the Architects’ Branch 
under the direction of the Chief Architect, Mr. J. H. 
Forshaw, M.C., M.A., F.R.I.B.A. The architectural 
quality of the work is excellent. Clearly there would 
be a great national benefit if other industries were to 
follow the example set by the mining industry.

Architects and 
Structural A.R.P. 

Arter the very successful Structural] 
A.R.P. Conference which Sir Samuel] 
Hoare opened at the Royal Institute of 
British Architects last month, similar 
conferences, we are informed, are to be 
held in the chief provincial centres. 
These conferences are being organised 
by the provincial Societies of Architects, 
allied to the R.I.B.A. The first was held 
at Leeds on July 13 and 14 and the second 
will be at Birmingham on July 18 and 
19. Further conferences are _ being 
arranged, though their dates are not yet 
fixed, at Manchester, Hull, Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, Liverpool, Nottingham, Cardiff, 
Glasgow, Belfast, Cambridge, Exeter, 
Plymouth, Reading, Norwich and 
Croydon. Other centres are considering 
holding conferences. 

All the conferences will follow the same 
lines. Each will begin with an evening 
inaugural meeting, to which representa- 
tives of local authorities, commercial 
organisations and public institutions will 
be invited. At Leeds and Birmingham 
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the Lord Mayors will preside. The whole 
of the next day will be occupied with a 
technical instructional course, at which 
local architects will be present, together 
with architects and A.R.P. officers from 
the staffs of local authorities. 

The task of instructing architects and 
the technical officers of local authorities 
in Structural A.R.P. has been entrusted 
to the R.I.B.A. and its Allied and Asso- 
ciated Societies by the Home Office. The 
lecturers at the courses of instruction 
will be Mr. T. E. Scott, F.R.I.B.A., and 
Mr. E. L. Bird, M.C., A.R.I.B.A., who 
have represented the R.I.B.A.for the past 
two and a half years on a special Home 
Office Structural Precautions Committee. 
It is anticipated that they will have 
visited the principal cities of Great 
Britain before the end of the year.

SIR JOHN BURNET: THE ROME 
SCHOLARSHIP. 


July 8—The death of Sm JoHn BURNET 
is somehow of particular news value in 
the architectural profession; owing, I 
imagine, to the speculation that is evoked 
by the future activities of his partners 
plus the authorship of the buildings 
which have gone jointly under the name 
of Sir JoHn Burnet, Tait AND LORNE. 

Sir John, as you may have read in the 
news columns; was the son of a pros- 
perous architect, and he accomplished 
that rare thing of increasing his father’s 
practice and creating a more universal 
name for himself. 

Judging by his activities, he appears to 
have had both a successful and happy 
life—one of those lives that start well, do 
not dissipate their advantages, and con- 
tinue to a good age. It stands to me as 
something of an ideal existence. 

During the last few years I have been 
constantly in touch with the firm, and 
have had occasion to prepare a number 
of drawings for them without ever once 
setting eyes on Sir John, who lived in re- 
tirement and visited the office at infre- 
quent intervals. 

From this, one may definitely assume 
that the recent work was designed by 
THomas Tait, and I should put the Kodak 
Building and Adelaide House as the first 
breaks from the tradition which Sir John 
created. 

Francis LORNE was more concerned 
with the organisation and outside con- 
tracts than with the drawing board, 
though I believe certain buildings—not- 
ably a recent work in South Africa—were 
his entire responsibility. It was Tait, 
however, who spent practically the whole 
of his day (and a good many evenings), 
doing nothing other than designing and 
detailing, and he is one of the few archi- 
tects with a large practice who make 
themselves entirely responsible for the 
designs they take credit for. 

* * * 


As I have said, Sir John never appeared 
on my horizon, so there is little I can say 
about him other than the details which 
have appeared in the obituaries. Tait 
and Lorne, however, I know well. 

T.. T. is a small Scotsman and an 
extremely quiet one. His silence and 
brevity in conversation are not easy for 
strangers to get over, and it would be a 
rare person who could read what is going 
on in that very busy mind. He is a hard 
worker, likes the company of men, is 
surrounded by a bevy of secretaries, 
which makes him one of the most unap- 
proachable architects in London. 

There are numerous other qualities 
about him that may be recorded—his con- 
servative taste in the fine arts, his very 
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Taitish house at Hampstead, his charm- 
ing wife, and the three sons, Gordon, 
Kenneth, aad Colin—two of whom are 
A.A.-trained architects, and likely to 
become members of the firm eventually 
—the youngest working with the G.P.O. 
unit. 

I have often felt that the title and 
R.A.-ship of Burnet have deprived T. T. 
of both these honours for the past few 
years. Certainly, the accomplishments of 
Tait have deserved such honours, but it 
does seem impossible that a firm of archi- 
tects should be designated Sir John 
Burnet, R.A., Sir Thomas Tait, R.A., and 
Francis Lorne, F.R.I.B.A. 

Incidentally, in the architectural pro- 
fession, must the name of a partner on 
his death be deleted from that firm’s 
activities; or can one, as in business, 
carry on the name? 

* * * 


Francis Lorne is utterly opposite in 
nature and qualifications to Tait, though 
they work together very amicably. 

F. L. is a_ bachelor—suave, slim, 
extremely well groomed, and by way of 
being a socialite. He speaks with the 
slightest American accent, and did, in 
point of fact, spend a number of years in 
America. The one thing that both part- 
ners have in common is their beginning 
with Sir John Burnet as assistants when 
they were young. The partnership was 
rather one of taking from the major 
assistants two who were probably the 
most promising, and, though Lorne went 
to America and returned later, I believe 
I am right in saying that Tait, except 
for a time with TREHEARNE and NorMaN, 
has spent the whole of his life with that 
one firm. 

And behind the scenes of the establish- 
ment is that most important person Miss 
Lorne—sister of Francis. It is she whom 
one eventually sees after passing through 
one sergeant and three secretaries, on the 
way to see the partners. It is Miss Lorne 
who deals with the running of the office, 
and whose work is allied with that of Mr. 
FarquHar (who married another sister of 
Francis Lorne’s), and who, I imagine, 
runs what one might call the more mas- 
culine side of office routine. 

Altogether a most compact, efficient, 
and prosperous example of how to run an 
office.

July 9.—What else is there worth noting 
down this week, apart from a spell of 
ghastly weather which alternately gives 
me headaches, heartaches, and a series 
of nasty little depressions? If I had my 
way I should do all broad planning or 
creative thinking in the sun, half-inch 
details after lunch on a changeable day, 
and full-sizes in the rain. How I dislike 
full-sizing with a whole lot of new 
materials in mind which require to be 
gone into! 

The bright lights of the week comprised 
a play and two films: respectively ‘‘ The 
Insect Play,” by the Capek BRroTHERs, 
and “Un Carnet De Bal” and “La 
Kermesse Heroique,” two French pro- 


. ducts. 


“The Insect Play,’’ together with 
‘‘ Amphitryon 38,”’ which I have already 
mentioned, are the two shows in Town 
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worth paying money to watch, and worth 
travelling a long way to attend. The 
Capek affair has been produced by Nancy 
Price; and is really an analogous theme 
comparing Insects -to Humans. There 
are the Butterflies, the Creepers and 
Crawlers, the Crickets, the Ants, the 
Moths and so on; commentated on by a 
tramp who acts as a kind of interpreter 
of Life. The costumes, by MERVYN 
PEAKE, are the most original and profound 
creations I have ever seen, though | 
understand Nancy Price was not in 
agreement with them. | 

“Un Carnet de Bal” and La Kermesse 
Heroique” are, together with. ‘‘ Orage,’ 
just further examples of how the French 
have captured the medium of the film. 
It is not an easy medium to handle, bu‘ 
unquestionably this one country stands 
head and shoulders above all others ip 
film technique—even on a _ hackneyed 
theme, such as one finds in “ Orage.”

A. G. Wyute, of Edinburgh College oi 
Art, has won the Rome and all that it 
means. The design does not stand out 
as a brilliant piece of work; but then, no 
student’s work ever does after one reaches 
the age of thirty. He also won the Tite; 
and the scene conjures up for me a now 
rather unimportant part of my past. 

I, too, won the Tite (never received the 
prize—drawings oversize and prize with- 
held), and was likewise a Rome finalist 
(the student who won the Prize broke the 
seemingly fixed condition that the build- 
ing was to be on two floors only); and oh 
dear !, the excitement of it. 

Patrick CutTBusH, housemaster at the 
A.A. at that time, met me on the stairs 
to tell me I was a Finalist for the A.A. 
Portfolios had been produced previously 
in person before the British School at 
Rome Committee, and later, there fol- 
lowed the Esquisse-Esquisse at the 
R.I.B.A. in Conduit-street, which lasted 
for two days, with food brought in and 
the night spent on camp-beds in the Hall 
where they gave the prizes, and which 
was dominated by a large screen contain- 
ing the names of the past prizewinners. 

Two things stand out: one was being 
taken for a walk—Indian file fashion— 
into Hyde Park on the evening of the 
first day; and the other was the elderly 
moderator divesting himself of spats and 
stiff collar in front of twelve rather 
curious students who were not allowed io 
talk about any subject which savourcd 
remotely of architecture. It was all very 
serious and, looking back on it, rather 
silly, because no amount of cribbing 
could fool a middle-aged assessor in tiie 
final scheme. 


The subsequent careers of Rozae 
Scholars is interesting. 
Row.tanp Pierce, of course, is known, 


and so is P. D. Hepwortnu and CHALTON 
BrapsHaw, first Rome Scholar. But what 
has happened to such men as But1ine, of 
Liverpool, and Sr. Ciarr Oakes, who went 
to the A.A. as a master after leaving 
Rome? I have a strange feeling that 
three years in Rome after five years in 
a school is apt to confuse the ultim«te 
issue, primarily because it is so opposed 
to contemporary practice. Neither dces 
this traditional background appear to 
give that firm basis to contemporary 
understanding that is popularly sup- 
posed. Taking Pierce and Hepworth as 
examples, they seem to me to have re- 
tained that classic tradition in spite of 
present-day sociological thinking.

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ARCHITECTURE. 


THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION. | 


THE annual exhibition of drawings and 
-,odels by students of the Liverpool School 
Architecture and Department of Civic 
Jesign was opened on Friday, July 1, by 
ord Allen of Hurtwood. The exhibits 

ecupy three spacious rooms at the 
Valker Art Gallery, and will be on view 
intil 6 p.m., Saturday, July 23. 

Before describing the individual draw- 
.ags and models it will be of interest to 
.lude to a few of the curriculum changes 
which have affected the nature of the 
exhibits. There has been a further exten- 
sion of what one may term the group 
system, in which groups of-students col- 
laborate to produce a single scheme. This 
applies particularly to the second year. 
Students in this year spent a week at 
Chipping Campden for the purpose of 
studying its street plan and of measuring 
its buildings, and on their return they set 
down the results of their investigations in 
the form of strip drawings, showing eleva- 
tions of whole streets. Second-year 
students also designed, again in groups, a 
series of four villages of varying types and 
in different districts. Each group then 
made a model of its village, and finally the 
students individually made designs and 
working drawings of certain selected 
buildings in the villages. 

The scheme, inaugurated last year, of 
Liverpool School and the A.A. School of 


Architecture working in conjunction—or - 


shall we say in healthy competition ?— 
with each other on an identical problem 
has not only been repeated, but has been 
extended to include two designs, the last 
of them being carried out also by students 
of- Bristol School of Architecture. For 
the Liverpool-A.A. event the subject was 
a planning scheme at Formby, Lanca- 
shire, and for the Liverpool-A.A.-Bristol 
event a school at Welwyn. Representa- 
tive examples of each scheme are shown 
on the walls. 

In the third year a new venture has 
been tried out. Five external “‘ clients,” 
whose tastes on design and whose require-

ments were known to differ, formulated 
programmes of accommodation, etc., for 
their individual private houses, selected 
their own sites, and students, working in 
five groups, then prepared designs in 
accordance with the wishes of their re- 
spective “clients.” At the end the latter 
discussed the designs with the students. 
The designs are illustrated by models, 
projects and working drawings. 

The schemes illustrating first-year work 
include colour diagrams, a Greek house— 
which is essentially a study of the Greek 
Orders—a stable and a small sailing club. 
Those of the second year, additional to 
the schemes already mentioned, include a 
number of sheets showing research into 
the layout of existing villages and ham- 
lets, those of the third year an art gallery, 
and those of the fourth year a maritime

museum, designs for the John Lewis 
Prize for Furniture, and a school of 
music. 

Sketch designs and working drawings 
iby students in each year are shown. Of 
the former, one of the outstanding ex- 
amples is that of a town garden, as seen 
from a neighbouring high window, by 
Michael Shepheard. 

Work of the fifth and final year, and of 
the Civic Design students, naturally forms 
the climax and the most interesting sec- 
tion of the exhibition. The final theses 
entail a vast amount of research and hard 
work. With a certain degree of guidance 
from the staff, the students select their 
own subjects, choose their own sites, and 
formulate their own programmes. Practi- 
cally the whole year was devoted to the 
preparation of the theses. 


The Theses. 


Looking at the theses as a whole, as 
they hang on the walls, the main impres- 
sion is that they are remarkably sane in 
their conception and logical in. their 
arrangement. The students have become 
more realistic, more practical in their out- 
look. Any one of the theses might easily 
be a final project for a real building, 
ready for the working drawings stage. 
This is surely a reflection of the age, just 
as are the subjects chosen by the students. 
for their theses. Of the dozen or so on 
the walls, at least eight are connected with 
recreation in some form or other, whilst 
if we look at the full list of theses prepared 
by degree students we find that out of 20 
not less than 13 are connected with re- 
creation and physical training, most of 
them being for sites at the seaside. A 
sailing club for North Wales, a health 
centre and family club, Liverpool, a holi- 
day centre for South Wales, a sports 
hostel, Loch Lomond, a seaside recreation 
centre for Alexandria, new buildings for 
the Hurlingham Club, and: a school of 
equitation, are titles taken at random 
from the list. Two and three years ago 
flats and tenements preponderated. This 
year it is recreation and sport. _ 

Space does not allow of a detailed de- 
scription of the theses, but special mention 
must be made of the film studios at Ongar, 





by N. J. Aslan; the North Pier at Black- 
pool, by J. Tomlinson; the physical train- 
ing centre at Liverpool, by H. B. Morris ; 
and the sailing club at Menai Straits, by 
R. W. V. Board. The last-named design, 
in its general arrangement, in 1ts sympa- 
thetic handling of .materials—the build- 
ings aro of wood—in its relationship with 
its environment, which is one of the most 
beautiful stretches of coast to be seen any- 
where, and in its presentation and model, 
is a first-rate piece of work. 

Finally, we come to the work of the 
civic design students. Here we see, In a 
separate room, a number of planning 
schemes under the 1932 Act, layouts of re- 
creation centres, plans showing alterna- 
tive ways of rehousing on central sites, 
and diagrams showing the solution of 
notorious major road problems in the 
Liverpool district. Just as in the school 
of architecture the theses in the depart- 
ment represent the climax of the course. 
One of these, by Thor Sandholt, shows a 
complete replanning scheme for Reykja- 
vik, capital of Iceland; a second, by G. C. 
Quilliam, shows a regional planning 
scheme for Anglesey; a third, by Gwendo- 
line Seaward, a rural development scheme 
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for the Cotswolds; and a fourth, by T. 
Mellor and J. Ashworth, a regional sur- 
vey and plan for the Isle of Man. Both 
the Anglesey scheme, and that of the Isle 
of Man, which is illustrated by a magnifi- 
cent set of diagrams, show that the 
authors have realised that the main plan- 
ning problem in their respective islands 
is that of achieving a proper balance 
between development and preservation, 
in the light of the present-day and likely 
future seaside vogue. The Cotswold 
thesis, again, is a topical one. The 
author has conceived Stow-in-the-Wold as 
the central and larger village of a series 
of villages and hamlets. By a system of 
rationalisation, by organising the ’bus 
routes, and by extensions to Stow in the 
form of new housing, public buildings, 
schools and so on, the centrality of Stow 
and its status as the main communal unit 
of the whole series of villages have been 
consummated. This centralising process 
is actually taking place in the country- 
side of England to-day, and may easily 
be the governing factor in rural economy 
and planning of the future.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By G. MAXWELL AYLWIN, F.R.1.B.A. 


VIII.—Assistants and Draughtsmen. 


THE pre-War assistant was essentially 
a bird of passage, rarely acquiring free- 
hold rights upon any office stool. He was 
essentially a learner, and he knew that 
by assuming as much responsibility as 
possible he was learning most. He 
identified himself with the jobs upon 
which he worked, and he carried his 
problems to bed with him probably more 
often than did his master. 

In his smaller way he became a person 
of importance to the contractor, sub- 
contractors and foreman on the job, and 
his word was generally the law, which 
his master loyally supported. 

In this way he held a sort of dress 
rehearsal of the responsibilities to come 
when he was himself to enter into 
private practice, and the fact that his 
pocket was not affected by his mistakes 
did not in any way influence his keen 
and personal interest in the practice. 

That sort of atmosphere bred archi- 
tects, and we are enjoying the results 
to-day. In many places there is still a 
similar spirit at work, from which we 
shall produce the fully equipped archi- 
tect of to-morrow; but I fear that it is 
not the same general rule, and that there 
are many young men about whose in- 
terest closes down with the office and 
lies dormant over the week-end. 

Perhaps I had better mention no 
names in stating that I was fortunate 
to meet several first-rate chief assistants 
in my wanderings. Two of them are 
men whose names would be recognised 
jn any architectural circles. Their own 
offces are significant in two respects: 
first, in the little mannerisms derived 
from the parent office of years ago, and, 
secondly, for the reforms as the obvious 
outcome of palpable weaknesses in the 
same source. 

I have often wondered at the degree of 
freedom which was allowed us, and how 
kindly were suffered those moody in- 
tervals when things would not work and 
we inclined to sit back in idleness. On 
balance I suppose we gave value, for 
between whiles, when we were in 


top form with plenty waiting to be 
done, we certainly made the dust fly. In 
fact, we worked very much as we work 
ourselves in middle age, between 
feverishly busy and semi-indolent spells. 

I remember one assistant, now head of 
a very large practice in one of the 
Dominions, who was an incurably late 
riser, and made no appearance at the 
office till ten in the morning. He was 
given notice roughly once a fortnight, 
but steadily refused to accept it, con- 
tinuing at the office for several years, 
during which he did a lot of very useful 
work. At the latter end of the day he 
was much later than in the morning, so 
that on balance I suppose he served his 
purpose well enough. That sort of free 
and easy relation between master and 
staff would probably be unbelievable to- 
day, but at the time it was an amusing 
but quite credible circumstance. 


I remember also one occasion when a 
survey was required to establish a boun- 
dary on one of our country jobs. Those 
happened to be the “ dog-days” with 
nothing much on the board, and two 
assistants decided to make a country 
excursion, to which I, as pupil, was in- 
vited for the good of my soul. None of 
us had any idea of land surveying, and 
the senior decided that no self-respecting 
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sunveyor could travel without a dumpy. 
So we borrowed the A.A. instrument, 
though we had no levels to _ take, 
solemnly setting it up here and there 
to impress the builders. Actually the 
work involved driving two pegs in quite 
arbitrary positions, which the client actu- 
ally settled, but we had a very jolly 
day, and probably made up handsomely 
on our return to the smoke of London. 

I remember also, as responsibilities in- 
creased, how we were often sent to 
deal with “sticky” clients as a pre- 
liminary to a visit from the principal. 
Often these were very trying experiences 
which we took very seriously, though our 
purpose was that of the front-line patrols 
exploring the field before the real attack 
started. Our master would then follow 
in a cooler atmosphere after the steam 
had been blown off. Much as we dis- 
liked these occasions, they were enor- 
mously valuable to the budding architect. 

Private work was not only permitted, 
but encouraged, and we were always sure 
of being allowed time off to deal with the 
little jobs we happened to pick up 
at home. There were no petty obstruc- 
tions in that quarter and no attempt to 
bind assistants down not to set up in 
opposition. Probably some of this spirit 
survives, but it is doubtful whether there 
is quite the same degree of altruism with 
the heads of firms in these days, when 
the subordinates are more inclined to 
claim their “ rights.” 

Again, it may be that fortunate per- 
sonal experience of this kind may not 
have been quite so universal as one may 
imagine. 

My first job of this kind was not very 
fortunate. It was a small house for a 
friend, who wanted an impossibly lavish 
accommodation for an impossibly small 
sum of money. The effort was made, but 
hard facts were just as stubborn as now, 
and the job fell through after a great 
deal of fruitless labour. Some of my 
fellow-assistants were more fortunate, 
and I remember one who aarried 
through a very substantial country house 
job under such conditions, and thereby 
laid the foundation for the good practice 
he now conducts. 


On the other hand, we were sometimes 
able to make some repayment for the 
privileges we were given. I remember 
giving up my summer holiday one year 
to get going a very urgent and interesting 
job that came in on the eve of my going. 
I have never regretted the experience 
gained, and I think most of us would 
have done the same thing under similar 
circumstances. 

The memories of assistantship in pre- 
War years are ones of unqualified happi- 
ness, in which lifetime friendships were 
made, and during which the foundations 
of professional competence were well and 
truly laid.

Sire.—Birmingham hag been for- 
tunate in having been presented 
with an excellent site for the erec- 
tion of its Hospital Centre, as not 
only does the land have a fine com- 
manding view of the surrounding 
country and the city, but also 
immediately adjoins the university, 
of which the Medical Schoo] forms 
part. 

Lay-out. —In_ arranging. the 
general lay-out of the building, 
Messrs. Lanchester and Lodge, the 
architects, have worked on a main 
axis line running almost due north 
and south, the buildings forming 


addition to 


t+ ee 


three main groups on this axis, as 
follow: (a) At the top and highest 
part of the land is the Nurses’ 
Home, consisting of three blocks 
for nurses, night nurses and maids; 
(b) next below this are al] the main 
hospital buildings, consisting of 
administration, wards and operat- 
ing theatres, special department, 
out-patients, paying patients, 
chapel (future), kitchens, etc.; (c) 
at the lower end is the Medical 
School, arranged in such a way as 
not to form an obstruction to the 
high ward blocks behind it. In 
the three sections 


referred to above is one further sec- 
tion comprising the laundry, work- 
shops and power house, arranged 
on the lowest part of the site in 
the south-west corner, separated 
from the main building by the 
road. 

AccoMMODATION.—The accommo- 
dation provided in the completed 
scheme is for 740 patients, 360 nurs- 
ing staff, 100 maids, 50 resident 
medical staff and 100 paying 
patients. Certain’ blocks, how- 
ever, are not included in the first 
section now completed, and these 
include the night nurses’ home,

maids’ home, out-patients’ and 
casualty departments, paying 
patients’ block, a section of one 


large ward block, and the chapel. 
The central block of the medical 
school, consisting of the library 
and large lecture theatre, is also 
temporarily omitted. 

COMPOSITION AND Design.—The 
architectural composition of the 
buildings is symmetrically 
balanced, the flanking buildings 
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being low, leading up to a central 
mass of buildings with four tall 
projecting ward blocks six and 
seven storeys in height, in the 
centre of which is the main tower 
containing the large water storage 
tanks for the whole scheme, whilst 
the Medical School forms a low 
screen shutting in the southern 
end of the central court. The 
external treatment of the building 
has been kept simple in character,

relying for its effect entirely on 
mass, colour and proportion. A 
limited amount of. stone occurs 
round the entrances and on some of 
the more important elevations to 
form a decorative window treat- 
ment. The general colour of the 
bricks is buff in tone, the windows 
cream, with balconies of brick or 
wrot iron finished in black and 
gold. These colours harmonise in 
a pleasant manner with the large, 
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bright green lawns and the dark 
green hedges and trees, added to 
which are flower beds of bright 
scarlet bedding. 


Services.—The varying levels of 
the site have largely governed the 
entrances and service corridors, 
the main entrance giving access to 
the ground floor, being entirely 
devoted to the in-patients’ use, for 
patients and doctors. The out- 
patients’ entrance and also the 
casualty entrance are at a higher 
level between the ground and the 
first floors, and these are connected 
by an independent corridor leading 
directly to the special departments 
housed in the first, second and 
third floors of the central adminis- 
tration block. The main stores and 
goods entrance is again at ground 
level, but one storey lower than the 
main entrance, and gives access to 
the kitchens, from which food is 
taken direct to the two food ser- 
vice lifts in each block. At a still 
lower level is the entrance to the 
mortuary and _ the pathological 
laboratories on the north of the 
main hospital corridor, and these 
communicate direct — crossing 
under the main hospital corridor— - 
with the pathoiogical department 
of the Medical School. 


Nurses’ Home.—The Nurses’ 
Home main building accommodates 
230 nurses and 42 sisters, with 
accommodation for the matron, 
assistant matron and the charge 
sisters. The building is planned on 
eight floors, the lower ground floor 
being given up to dining-rooms, 
nurses’ tuition, etc.; the ground 
floor principally to recreation 
rooms, matron’s flat, offices, and a 
few bedrooms; the first floor to 
the nurses’ sick unit and _ pre- 
liminary training school; and the 
upper floors to nurses’ bedrooms, 
bathrooms, lavatories, boxrooms, 
etc. Perhaps the most interesting 
feature in the plan is the planning 
of the recreation rooms. These are 
arranged en suite and separated by 
folding partitions, so that they may 
be used for dancing or meetings, 
as may be required, the total length 
of the hall being 172 ft., and the 
width 44 ft. Adjoining the home, 
to be erected at a later date to the 
west of it, is a separate block for 
88 night nurses, and this block is 
balanced on the east by the ser- 
vants’ home for 100, behind which 
are the kitchens to serve both build- 
ings. The homes are connected to 
the main hospital by means of a 
subway under the forecourt, giving 
the nurses access under cover to 
the centre of the hospital. 

ADMINISTRATIVE Bxiock. — The 
administrative block is placed on 
the main axial line of the plan, and 
contains seven floors. The lower 
ground floor is given up to kitchens 
and service rooms; the ground 
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floor to administrative offices and 
the chapel; the first, second and 


third floors to X-ray, electro- 
therapy and massage,  hydro- 
therapy and cardiograph depart- 


ments respectively; whilst the two 
upper floors are for resident medi- 
cal officers’ sleeping and sitting-

rooms. On the south side of this 
block, overlooking the central 
court, will be the chapel, forming a 
central architectural feature at the 
base of the tower. 

ALLOCATION OF Beps.—The total 
number of beds provided in the 
completed scheme is approximately 
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FUTURE 


740. There are two main blocks 
of wards, one on either side of the 
administration block. On the west 
is the Surgical Block, and on the 


east the Medical. The west block 
has six floors of surgical units, 
whilst on the lower ground floor is 
a small suite of rooms allocated to 
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A MAIN WARD, MEDICAL BLOCK. 


the friends of patients who may 
wish to remain in the hospital for 
the day, or possibly the night. The 
east block has two additional floors 
owing to the slope of the site. The 
lowest floor contains the pathologi- 
cal department, and the one above 
the linen department and ophthal- 
mic unit. The ground, first, second 
and third floors are general medical 
units. The fourth floor accommo- 
dates gynecology and obstetric, 
and the fifth floor the ear, nose and 
throat and dermatological depart- 
ments. A section of the west block 
has been omitted from the first sec- 
tion now completed. 


Warp Unrt.—The general surgi- 
cal and medica] units consist of 60 
beds, which are subdivided into 
two halves each of 30 beds for males 
and females. Each section of 30 
beds is provided with a sink room, 
bathrooms and sanitary arrange- 
ments, whilst common to the 60 
beds are the kitchen, sisters’ room, 
demonstration room, clinical rooms 
and linen store. Each section of 
30 beds is composed of one large 
ward of 16 beds, two wards of four 
beds each, and three wards of four 
beds; these small wards, being 
arranged between the large wards, 
face due south, and can be used for 
either males or females. They are 
constructed so as to be used for 
open-air treatment. 

In the large wards the beds are 
placed in two lines at right angles 
to the windows, whilst in the small 
wards they are arranged on the 
side wall parallel] to the windows. 
There is a staff signalling system 
by means of coloured lights. 


OPERATING THEATRES.—There are 
five main general surgical opera- 
tion theatres. Each surgical unit 
has its own theatre on the same 
level as the ward it serves, and is 
approached direct from the unit by 
a connecting bridge or lobby. 
Whilst these theatres form part of 
the surgical unit, they will be con- 
trolled by .the theatre superin- 
tendent, who has an office on the 
first floor, and there is a lift pro- 


vided especially for the use of the 
theatres. 

The lower floor of the theatre block 
is given up to general sterilising of 
dressings and gloves. The five 
floors above are each allocated to 
one theatre suite. The theatres are 
ventilated and heated by means of 
warmed and washed air drawn in 
and extracted by fans and also by 
heating panels in the ceiling and 
under the window. 

Special theatres are also provided 
adjoining their respective units for 
gynecology, ear, nose and throat, 
and ophthalmic cases. All the 
theatres are finished in a very pale 
green colour, the walls generally 
being green enamel, and where 
tiles are used these are of the same 
tone. 


MepicaL ScHoot BvILDINGsS. — 
The medical school buildings are 
planned in front of the ward blocks 
on the south side of the large cen- 
tral court. There are three main 
sections to the buildings. The 
principal entrance in the centre of 
the facade, over which is a sculp- 
tural group signifying Medicine, 
gives access to a large entrance 
hall, on the opposite side of which 
will be the main double staircase, 
not yet erected, and beyond this 
the library and large lecture 
theatre. On the right and left of 
this hall are doors leading to the 
various departments. On the first 
floor, stretching across the whole 
front of the central block, is a large 
museum, having a gallery on all 


sides. Mr. E. Gillick is the 
sculptor. 

Construction. — The buildings 
are generally of steel-frame 
construction, with brick panel 


walls faced with a buff-coloured fac- 
ing brick. The floors are of hollow- 
tile and reinforced concrete con- 
struction, and the roofs similar 
with cork insulation and asphalt. 
Internal walls are of _ brick 
generally with hollow-tile partitions 
in a few instances. The windows 
throughout are of metal construc- 
tion, those to the nurses’ home 
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being in wood frames. Ward win- 
dows have three sections: (a) top 
bottom-hung ventilator opening; 
(6) balanced double-hung centre 
opening; (c) fixed portion at cill 
to exclude draughts. Open-air 
wards have sliding folding doors 
full width of the room, with bottom- 
hung ventilators over. 

The heating of the buildings is 
by means of five large boilers, four 
of which are already installed, each 
30 ft. long and 9 ft. in diameter, 
and fed by automatic stokers. The 
calorifiers are placed in a separate 
house adjoining the boilers, from 
which a large pipe duct 13 ft. by 
9 ft. connects to the various blocks. 
The method of heating the rooms 
and corridors is the panel heat- 
ing system, consisting of pipes 
buried in the ceiling, giving radiant 
heat from the ceilings. 

The nurses’ bedrooms are 
warmed by means of radiators, 
and both systems are thermo- 
statically controlled. 

The ventilation generally is by 
natural means, but special air 
conditioning is provided in the 
special departments, operation 
theatres and kitchens. 

All services throughout the build- 
ings have been planned in readily 
accessible ducts adjacent to the 
fittings they serve. 

The finishes throughout the hos- 
pital section have been kept simple 
and in accordance with latest hos- 
pital practice. The walls are 
generally Keene’s cement and 
enamelled finish, but in bedrooms 
and administrative offices lime 


plaster distemper has been used. 
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On right: THE MEDICAL BLOCK: 
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THE MEDICAL BLOCK, FROM SOUTH-WEST. 
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Sink rooms, sanitary rooms, etc., 
where necessary have tiled or 
terrazzo finishes, and the sound 
correction of certain rooms has been 
achieved by the use of acoustic 
plaster. 

Almost every type of floor cover- 
ing has been used, each one being 
selected with a view to its suit- 
ability for its specific purpose. 

Generally, wards are in wood 
block, sanitary rooms in tiles or 
terrazzo square, whilst the corri- 
dors and staircases throughout are 
in rubber or ruboleum for quiet- 
ness. 

Doors throughout are flush, either 
in walnut or mahogany, and most 
are titted with a device to prevent 
noise and disturbance consequent 
on slamming. 

The decoration of the nurses’ 
home has been carried through in 
light pastel shades of various 
colours, and every attempt has 
been made to give a_ pleasant 
domestic appearance to the 
interior. Throughout, the hospital 
decorations have been kept as 
bright as possible consistent with 
practicability. 

Internally, the buildings have 
been left simple; the corridors are 
mostly laid with rubber or 
1uboleum of dark green shade, and 
the walls have a low pastel green 
dado; the rooms are finished in a 
eream colour with light green 
windows. 

The consulting engineers were 
Professor W. Cramp, M.Sc., and 
Professor S. Lees, M.Se. Mr. J. R. 
Hovenden, F.S.I., was quantity 
surveyor, and Mr. W. F. Milne was 
clerk of works. 

THe MepicaL Biock ANNEXE.— 
This has not been constructed in 
the first section, but when erected 
will contain three lecture theatres 
each for approximately 130 per- 
sons, above which are the operation 
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RECREATION HALL, THE NURSES’ HOME. 


theatre for the Gynecological Unit, 
and an Isolation Unit. 


THE CASUALTY AND OUTPATIENTS’ 
DEPARTMENTS, not yet erected in the 
first section, will be at the extreme 
west end of the main corridor, the 
Casualty on the north side and the 
Outpatients on the south. These 
departments are at a level half-way 
between the ground- and first-floor. 
and by means of sloping corridors 
patients can proceed either to the 
ground-floor of the hospital or to 





the X-ray Department on the first- 
floor without going either up or 
down steps. 

The Casualty Department has a 
large central waiting space or hall 
around which are the four surgery 
rooms. It also has an Operation 
Theatre and Ward Unit of 20 beds. 

The Outpatients’ plan is similar 
in character, being arranged round 
a central hal] 102 ft. by 41 ft. This 
hall is provided with seats divided 
into groups for surgical_or medical 
cases, etc., and there 1s also a cap- 
teen providing refreshments for the 
patients should they require them. 
There are 12 consulting suites, and 
these are so arranged that the 
patients who are waiting pass from 
the central hall to the particular 
doctor they wish to consult, and 
then past the Dispensary’ to 
separate exits. 


Payinc Patients’ Btiock.—Pro- 
vision has been made in the plan 
for a block for paying patients, but 
this is not yet erected in the first 
section. The building will be at 
the east end of the main hospital 
corridor, and while having its own 


entrance will be in close communi- | 


cation with the special depart- 
ments of the hospital. 

The general contractors were 
Messrs. Wilson Lovatt and.

THESE _ buildings, completed 
towards the end of last year, have 
gained for their architects, Messrs. 
Stanley Hall and Easton and 
Robertson, FF.R.1.B.A., the 
R.I.B.A. Architecture bronze medal 
for the area of the Essex, Cambs 
and Herts Society of Architects. 
This medal is awarded triennially. 

The primary use of the buildings 
is to provide living accommodation 
for undergraduates, the site having 
previously been occupied by lodg- 
ing-houses for that purpose. ~ 

This living accommodation has 
been planned on the upper four 
floors, the ground floor and base- 
ment being devoted to shops. 

This complicated the planning 
problem, as (a) the shop frontages 
had already been established to suit 
existing tenancies in lengths which 


did not correspond with division. of 
sets overhead, and (b) the shops, 
while requiring access from the 
courtyard side, were not desired to 
be in evidence. Problem (a) was 
solved by the provision of a 
colonnade, serving the dual pur- 
pose of masking the shop-fronts and 
fulfilling the conditions of pave- 
ment widening imposed by the 
Corporation; while the solution to 
problem (b) was found in providing 
a sunk passage on the courtyard 
side, in conjunction with a ramp, 
by which shopkeepers have 
secondary access to their premises. 

The undergraduates’ quarters are 
planned so that bedrooms are on 
the courtyard side and ‘ sitting- 
rooms on the Market-hill frontage. 
There is a “gyp’’ room on each 
staircase, and a bathroom, w.c. and 
slop-sink on each floor at each 


staircase, there being in addition 
a set of showers common to the 
whole block, 

Steel-framed up to first floor, the 
building above is of solid brick and 
stone construction. There are 
hollow-tile floor and r.-c. staircases. 
The corridors are floored with cork 
tiles and partitions are in 4}-in. or 
9-in. brick. The Market-hill front 
is faced with Portland stone, and 
the other elevations are in Ketton 
stone. The columns to the colon- 
nade have granite bases.  Inter- 
nally, alternate storeys are in teak 
and oak as regards doors and floors. 
Walls generally are distempered.- 
Corridor ceilings are finished with 
sprayed asbestos for sound deaden- 
ing. The general contractors were 
Messrs. Rattee and Kett, Ltd., of

Pranninc the rebuilding of the 
“King’s Arms,” King William- 
street, Greenwich, presented an 
interesting problem owing to the 
narrowness of the site and the 
proximity of the railway with its 
steep embankment wall and to the 
fact that business had to be carried 
on during the whole of the rebuild- 
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ing, which was carried out in two 
sections. 

The accommodation provides a 
saloon bar and public bar, with a 
central service and a_ luncheon- 
room and clubroom at the rear 
leading out to a small terrace and 
garden, available as may be neces- 
sary to either bar. The usual 
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cellarage and tenant’s accommoda- 
tion has been provided in the base- 
ment and on the two upper floors 


respectively. 
INTERNAL FINIsHINGS. — The 
saloon bar and_ luncheon-room 


have been panelled in oak up to 
7 ft. high and the public bar has 
been finished in warm brown tiles 
to the same height. The counter 
front to the latter has been finished 
in tiles and to the former in oak. 
A painted frieze by Mr. Cosmo 
Clark runs round the public bar, 
and a painting on glass of 
Greenwich Observatory, by the 
same artist, has been placed over 
the fireplace to the saloon bar. The 


floors have been covered with 
linoleum. 
The heating is by means of 


radiators fed from gas coke fires 
in each bar and a gas fire in the 
luncheon-room and clubroom. 

ExTERNAL.—The_ elevation has 
been designed in a traditional 
manner to harmonise with the 
surrounding buildings. The lower 
front is faced with buff-coloured 
** quarzite,’ and has a Clipsham 
stone cornice. The windows and 
doors are in oak. 

The upper portion of the front 
has been faced with 2!-in. multi- 
coloured bricks, with a stone 
coping, and the roof is finished in 


hand-made tiles of a _ pleasing 
texture and colour. The windows 
are double-hung sash windows, 


painted in cream with stone head 
and eill.

THE ASSESSOR’S REPORT. 

FOLLOWING are points from Mr, A. J. 
Hope’s report: 79 firms made application 
for conditions of competition, and of this 
number 47 subsequently returned the par- 
ticulars. Designs were received from 25 
competitors. Seven firms retaining the 
particulars, and not having submitted de- 
signs, forfeit the deposit. The designs, 
together with the accompanying reports, 
have been carefully examined to ascer- 
tain that the required accommodation and 
other particulars have been generally pro. 
vided. In one instance, an unfortunate 
mistake is made by the competitor whose 
name appears on the report, thereby dis- 
closing his identity, and the design, there- 
fore, cannot be considered. 

The extension of the Infirmary is a prob- 
lem of some difficulty as the land avail- 
able for the purpose is restricted in area, 
irregular in shape and falls sharply from 
St. Martins-fields towards City Walls- 
road. There is also the proximity of the 
city walls to be taken into account. Fur- 
ther, in the planning of the buildings, it 
is necessary that the new units should 
co-ordinate with the existing hospital in 
a satisfactory manner, so that when com- 
pleted the whole scheme shall provide 
the amenities of a well-arranged and 
efficient Institution. Under such condi- 
tions, the development of a satisfactory 
solution of the problem requires careful 
thought and skill, and many interesting 
suggestions put forward indicate close 
study of the requirements of lay-out and 
detailed planning. 

The first premiated design [No. 8, 
Messrs. H. V. ASHLEY and WINTON NEw- 
MAN] is simple and direct in its arrange- 
ment. The new buildings are chiefly 
grouped around an open garden which 
forms an attractive feature, giving an air 
of space to the plan, and makes use of the 
land to the best advantage. The various 
units are suitably sited in relation to the 
existing Hospital, both for outlook and 
convenient working, and direct connection 
with the out-patients’ department is ob- 
tained by means of a separate corridor. 
Replanning of those parts of the existing 
buildings affected by the proposals has 
also received careful thought. The exter- 
nal elevations are designed in a quiet, 
refined manner, the materials proposed 
being selected to harmonise with the sur- 
roundings. 

Modifications of detail might be con- 
sidered, but taken as a whole, the scheme 
should form a well-planned and dignified 
group of Hospital Buildings. Some points 
suggested for review are as follow:— 

1. Offices to orthopedic wards (ground- 
tloor) should be reconsidered to provide 
some increase in floor areas and an addi- 
tional w.c. for both male and female 
patients; 2. Rinsing provision to dental 
clinic is not satisfactory and re-arrange- 
ment might be considered to effect im- 
provement; 3, Cleaners, store and box- 
room accommodation should be increased; 
4, Nurses’ dining-room would be improved 
if increased in size; 5, Balconies should 
be provided to orthopedic wards; 6, Treat- 
ment of day-room ends of new wards 
towards City Walls-road to be considered 
in the development of the elevations; 7, 
Intersection of out-patients’ corridor with 
main hospital corridor extension is not 
quite satisfactory. 

The amount of proposed expenditure 
was not stated in the conditions of com- 
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petition, competitors being asked to fur- 
nish their own estimates of cost together 
with the cubic contents of the buildings 
provided. The estimate of cost given in 
the first premiated design is

I have examined the particulars upon 
which the estimate is based and am of 
opinion that at present costs of build- 
ing, it should be possible for the works 
to be carried out within the amounts 
stated. 


THE WINNERS’ REPORT. 


Following are points from Messrs. Ashley 
and Winton Newman’s report :— 


The suggestions for the guidance of com- 
petitors have been the controlling influence 
in the scheme now presented, and after most 
careful inspection of the site and existing 
iy and @ close study of the require- 
ments laid down in the Conditions of Com- 
petition, we believe the scheme does give a 
very simple and_ straightforward solution, 
and one which could be carried out, both as 
regards Sections 1 and 2, with a minimum 
of interference to the working of the Insti- 
tution. 

Section 1.—Taking Section 1, it should be 
noted that the most important item, viz., 
the O.P. department, casualty block and 
V.D. clinics, could all be erected without let 
or hindrance to the daily routine of the 
infirmary. For the remainder of Section 1, 
as to the laundry and boiler house extension, 
the latter could be carried out without let- 
ting down the present plant, but some tem- 
porary arrangements would have to be made 
for laundering during the erection of the new 
laundry, while the kitchen, etc., would have 
to be done in sections; this would also apply 
to the administrative department, but, 
generally speaking, and with regard to these 
remaining items of Section 1, while a certain 
amount of inconvenience is bound to be 
experienced, yet, with a little patience, no 
real impediment need occur to the working 
of the hospital. 


As to Section 2, a glance at the plans will 
at once show that the new wards, the pay 
block and the nurses’ home can go for- 
ward without any interference whatsoever, 
and the remaining smaller buildings and 
alterations in this section present no difficulty 
in their execution. 

An effort has been made to preserve the 
harmony of the new buildings with the 
existing and the general surroundings, care- 
ful consideration has been given to the pro- 
pinquity of the city walls, while the relative 
height of the old and new buildings has not 
been neglected. 

The drawings clearly show the authors’ in- 
tentions, but it may be said that the O.P. 
department provides the whole of the accom- 
modation scheduled, conveniently and 
properly planned in accordance with the latest 
practice, with a fine waiting hall to seat at 
least 250 persons in their allotted places, with 
a principal entrance thereto from St. Martins- 
fields. The O.P. exit is conveniently placed 
adjoining the dispensary, while the entrance 
for in-patients is in close proximity to their 
reception room, the bed lift and way to the 
wards. The casualty department is placed to 
the south of the O.P. block, with its special 
entrance and ambulance approach, while the 
whole of the accommodation scheduled is con- 
veniently planned around the casualty wait- 
ing hall. 

The V.D. department is placed on a lower 
floor below the casualty block which, owing 
to the levels of the ground, allows of good 
natural lighting and ventilation to the several 
compartments. Separate entrances for men 
and women are provided, suitably shielded 
from each other and from the hospital 
grounds, while the detail planning is in 
accordance with the latest accepted mode and 


provides all the rooms and adjuncts requisi- 
tioned. 

Generally, the re-organisation of the admini- 
strative department has been schemed so as 
to give effect to the whole of the requisitions 
being conveniently planned, having always in 
mind their execution in sections, and with a 
minimum of inconvenience to the working of 
the hospital. 

By a re-organisation of the existing nurses’ 
and maids’ quarters it has been possible to 
provide suitable homes for the nurses and the 
maids, and the extensions required for the 
nurses comprise suitable and pleasant accom- 
modation, fully equipped, and on the St. 
Martins-fields and Bedward-row frontages. 

Section 2.—The principal extensions in 
Section 2 involve the several ward blocks 
and the paying patients’ block, the nurses’ 
home and other lesser buildings. The ward 
blocks have been placed on the site lining up 
with the existing blocks, and to the north of 
them—orthopedic on the ground floor, eye 
wards on the first floor, and ear, nose and 
throat cases on the second floor. The wards 
themselves are suitably orientated and with 
pleasant outlook. a 

The paying patients’ building is placed at 
the north end of the site, in a two-storey block 
with all the wards facing south, and with a 
pleasant aspect over the hospital gardens. 
This building has direct access from the 
main hospital corridor, and at the same time 
there is provided a private approach from 
City Walls-road. 

The nurses’ home has been developed by 
retaining the existing home and placing all 
the maids’ rooms, including the further 20 
rooms required on the second floor, leaving 
the remainder of the home for nurses. To 
accommodate the additional number of nurses, 
a new building has been planned adjoining 
the old and facing St. Martins-fields and Bed- 
ward-row. . 

Desicn.—In designing the scheme, emphasis 
has been laid on achieving straight-forward 
and simple planning, using the existing build- 
ings just as far as possible, and endeavouring 
to visualise the whole lay-out when complete 
as a general hospital adequate for many years 
to come. Externally, the buildings would be 
faced with a red hand-made brick, with roofs 
as shown to match existing; stone dressings, 
in a certain few cases, as shown, to harmonise 
with existing work, but from motives of 
economy stone is not extensively adopted. 
The windows to typically hospital rooms would 
be of steel, set in wood frames, and in wards 
the whole area of the windows between the 
hoppers would be on sliding pivots; in the - 
more residential portions, double-hung sashes 


are proposed. 
NATIONAL FITNESS PROJECTS 


Tue National Fitness Council for England 
and Wales met on Tuesday, June 28, at the 
Board of Education, Whitehall, S.W.1. Lord 
Aberdare presided. Tio chairman of the 
Grants Committee, Sir Henry Pelham, stated 
that applications for grant-aid were coming in 
from local authorities and voluntary organisa- 
tions in very large numbers. Over one hundred 
per month were now being received; the 
amount of the total gross expenditure involved 
on projects in support of the promotion of 
physical fitness had already reached 
£2,800,000. It was further stated that of 
that amount, about one million pounds was 
involved in projects concerning the provision 
of swimming baths—the majority of the 
covered type, one and a quarter million was 
for the provision of community centres and 
clubs, and half a million for the provision of 
playing fields; about £50,000 was for the 
development of camping facilities and youth 
hostels. 

Two hundred and fifty applications had 
been dealt with; a certain proportion of 
these proved to be ineligible for aid, but pro- 
visional recommendations of grant had been 
made to the Board of Education by the Grants 
Committee of the Council amounting to 
£400,000 net, of which £100,000 was in aid 
of the provision of swimming baths, and 
es in. aid of community centres and 
clubs. 
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HEALTH CONGRESS 
inaugural Address. 

Tue Health Congress of the Royal Sani 
Institute has been in progress at Portsmou 
since Monday. It finishes to-day, Friday, 
July 15. fa the course of his inaugural 
address the Rt. Hon. Tue Eart or Bgss- 
BporouGH, P.C., G.C.M.G., President of the 
Congress, said that the architect was entitled 
to claim that he was a preventive officer of 
ill-health and disease, for he had regard to 
the essential ingredients of healthy living, 
such as the need for fresh air and ventilation 
in home, office and workshops. ‘“ In his town 
planning capacity,’’ continued his lordship, 
‘the architect is the interpreter of the many 
regulations, all of which have to a greater or 
less extent health-promoting ideals behind 
them. Towns ought not to be so unpleasant 
that we seek to escape from them. But such is 
often the case to-day. Escape from the town 
ought not to be allowed to create a new 
ugliness of the country. The word ‘bunga- 
low,’ for example, has come to mean some- 
thing flimsy, shoddy and ugly. It is for the 
architect to show that light and cheap holi- 
day houses need not necessarily be unattrac- 
tive. The progress from town to country is 
also surely a matter for consideration. What 
becomes of the health-giving properties of 
the country or seaside resort if the return to 
town involves — hours spent in a queue of 
cars on an arterial road made hideous by ugly 
advertisement hoardings and petrol-pumping 
stations, or an ugly string of factories and 
villas? . .. The provision and planning of 
open spaces:is becoming more and more im- 
portant in the interest of the health of the 
community. One of the latest problems to 
be surmounted in doing so is to ensure, if 
possible, that an open space is free from the 
incessant noise of machines on the ground or 
in the air. Defence against noise is an 
essentially modern problem. The most attrac- 
tive garden, park, open space or play centre 
must lose some of its health-giving value in 
inducing physical and mental well-being if 
those who use them can hardly hear them- 
selves speak on account of the roar of motor 
or aeroplane traffic.” 


ARCHITECTURE, TOWN PLANNING AND 
ENGINEERING SECTION. 
Presidential Address. 

Sm Raymonv Unwin, Hon.LL.D., 
F.R.I.B.A., delivered the presidential address 
on Tuesday, July 12, to the Architecture, Town 
Planning and Engineering Section. He began 
by saying that much thought was’ being de- 
voted to the problem of how best to train 
for the new activity of planning, and several 
methods were being tested. To-day they 
must rather consider the relation of this 
activity to the main subject before the Con- 
gress, namely, public health. Those in charge 
of cottage estates to which tenants from slum 
dwellings were transferred, agreed in saying 
that at least 90 per cent. of them gave little 
trouble, responded to the new environment, 
and became good tenants, keeping their houses 
and gardens in good order. They and their. 
children showed a rapidly improving standard 
of health. The new industrial town of Letch- 
worth was planned and started to grow in 
1903. It now contained 17,000 inhabitants. 
Its industries found employment for 10,000 
insured workers, which represented a ~high 
proportion of industrial workers. The official 
statistics indicated a state of health with 
which that of the country as a whole com- 
pared badly, while that of the crowded dis- 
tricts of larger towns would compare still 

more unfavourably, and often disastrously. 

“* There can hardly be any doubt that such 
towns as Letchworth offer an environment 
far more healthy than that in which the popu- 
lation of this country generally lives. On 
what does this improvement depend? Essen- 
tially it is a planned environment, in which 
any form of overcrowding is avoided and 
every family is secured a real home; in which, 
moreover, all the activities which go to make 
up the very full life of the town are so located 

and related that they ean be used and en- 





joyed by all with the minimum of confusion, 
and mostly within easy walking distance of 
their homes.” 

The speaker went on to say “‘ the main 
principle of the development of towns b 
means of compact units, each equipped wit 
all that is needed for a full urban life and 
limited in size to that which will enable the 
right order of relations between all the parts 
to be maintained, is the only one yet pro- 
posed which offers the prospects of healthy 
social life, healthy family life, of the full en- 
joyment of open-air life for all, and of the 
reduction of that huge volume of useless 
traffic caused by the vain attempts to carry 
on reasonable intercommunication between 
activities and places, hopelessly muddled in 
their distribution and relation. . . 


“If the garden city method were adopted, 
with compact units ol development of reason- 
able size, well planned and fully equipped 
for all classes of home, for life, work, recrea- 
tion and culture; and with each unit sur- 
rounded by an adequate area of free land for 
open-air life, including, where appropriate, 
those classes of agriculture and horticulture 
which minister to the needs, the health and 
the enjoyment of the population, then there 
would be no need to spread the town by scat- 
tering or by the adoption of very low density. 
With such compact units of building, the 
grouping of open spaces, which so — y en- 
hances their value, becomes possible, while 
still os them within easy walking dis- 
tance of all. Only in such reasonable-sized 
units can a healthy social life be maintained 
and the dreary and dangerous segregation of 
the people into vast areas, sorted according 
to the size of their incomes, be avoided.” 


Town Planning and Open Spaces. 

In a paper on ‘Town Planning, with 
Particular Reference to Open Spaces,” Mr. 
J. E. Acrrecp, Assoc.M.Inst.C.E., M.T.P.L., 
(City Engineer, Leeds), said that planners 
had for some years been concerned to estab- 
lish a standard of open spaces in general, and 
recreation or playing fields in particular, but 
obviously, as regards the provision of open 
spaces of varying types, no fixed standard 
could be applied in ah towns, some predom- 
inantly tadesteial and others purely residen- 
tial, where the houses were located in rea- 
sonably spacious. grounds. ‘‘ The accepted 
standard of open spaces in towns,”’ continued 
the speaker, ‘‘is rising, and whereas Mr. 
Pepler, in 1922, was content to exhort local 
authorities to adopt a standard of five acres 
per thousand of population for open spaces, 
I understand that he no longer regards this 
as necessarily an adequate figure. The 
National Playing Fields Association and 
others are now advocating seven acres per 
thousand of population, and I learn that in 
the United States a standard of ten acres is 
more generally accepted. An alternative of 
10 per cent. of the total area of the town is 
sometimes advocated. It is obvious that the 
advocated percentage standard is not always 
a safe one; as in the case of towns the greater 
part of which consists of closely-built areas, 
the requirements on a percentage basis are 
possibly only about half that on the popula- 
tion basis. Unfortunately, in some cases 
there seems little possibility of being able to 
provide even for the lower standard.” 

The fact that slum clearance was proceed- 
ing at the same time as the agitation for in- 
creased playing facilities should result in @ 
large amount of playground area being pro- 
vided. The Restriction of Ribbon Develop- 
ment Act might encourage, in the case of 
level areas, the placing of playing fields as 
well as other open spaces alongside roads 
over which the local authority would have 
powers; for although the statutory distance 
would probably be inadequate for the purpose, 
it might be possible to buy land to a greater 
depth and provide areas at the roadside de- 
voted to playing fields, increasing thereby at 
the same time the amenities for those who 
would live behind the playing fields, as well 
as securin general amenities contem- 
rag by the Act. The planting of trees at 
east on the fringe of the open space should 
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produce very admirable results. In a popula- 
tion of a thousand, there were, on the aver- 
age, 267 families, and provision was require:

Dealing with the population of 133 children 
from five to fourteen years of age, if half 
an acre was allowed the average area avail- 
able per child was eighteen square yards. 

The average advocated by the rd of 
Education for children of the same age ap- 
peared to be about forty-five square yards 
per child of these ages, but as it seemed 
obvious that children when at home would 
not be encouraged to take part in games 
simultaneously to anything like the same 
extent as when attending at school, that 
area appeared to be adequate. 


SANITARY INSPECTORS’ CONFERENCE. 
Housing Rural Workers. 

In the course of a paper on ‘‘ The Hous- 
ing (Rural Workers) Act,’? Mr. L. Hesrorp 
, Surveyor and Inspector, Melton and 

elvoir R.D.C.) after explaining the provi- 
sions of the Act, asked why had the Act 
been such a failure in some counties. ‘‘In 
my opinion,” he declared,~“‘ it is due in no 
small measure to apathy in bringing it before 
the public. County councils are, in the main, 
responsible for its administration, and they 
have no doubt prepared their schemes, and 
dealt with any applications received, but 
they have not had any incentive vigorously to 
pursue it. They only hold a watching brief 
in connection with the Housing Acts. On the 
other hand, rural district councils are inti- 
mately concerned with the improvement of 
housing conditions within their district, but 
it is their duty only to inspect, serve notice 
to repair or demolish the properties, and 

rovide houses for persons displaced, etc. 

hey have no power to make grants, or duty 
to bring to the notice of owners the advan- 
tages of the Act. The Housing (Rural 
Workers) Act has never been regarded as one 
with the Housing Acts. In my opinion it is 
essentially a part of such Acts, and should 
be worked in conjunction with them. 

**I do not suggest there is any need for 
revision of the law to accomplish this. The 
rural district councils can and should advise 
owners of the. granis available, and act as 
propaganda agents for the county councils. 
They should be prepared to give advice to 
owners upon the work required to the 
property in order to qualify for a_ grant. 

very working-class dwelling inspected under 
the Housing Acts should be considered with 
a view to its further improvement under the 
Act. This can be done without entailing 
much additional work.” 


The Housing Act, 1936. 

Mr. A. Howarp Hort (Chief Sanitary [n- 
spector, Brighton),-in a paper on “ The 
Operation of the Housing Act, 1936; Some 
Observations,’’ said that flats should not be 
looked upon as the ideal solution for the re- 
housing of families from unhealthy dwellings. 
One of the objects of rehousing such families 
was to place them in surroundings where they 
might have the opportunity to start anew, to 
raise themselves from their former level, away 
from their old associates, and not herded 
together. When families were rehoused in 
flats the bad influence one on the other, as 
in the slum, continued. ‘‘ Families in clear- 
ance areas to-day,”’ he said, “‘ appear to have 
three alternatives: to be rehoused in tene- 
ments in the centre of the town, in seml- 
detached cottages on the outskirts, or to find 
their own accommodation. Surely, it is pos- 
sible to provide another by erecting terrace 
houses of an improved type on sites whic 
do not lend themselves to development by the 
other methods which up to now have been 
adopted? ” 

Adaptation of Buildings for Medical A.R.P. 

In a paper on “ Air Raid Precautions from 
the Point of View of the Medical Officer of 
Health,” Dr. A. B. Writ1amson, M.A., M.D. 
(Medical Officer of Health, Portsmouth), said 
that in Portsmouth, accommodation had beet 
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found for first-aid parties at, or in conjunc- 
tion with, the first-aid posts at fourteen dif- 
ferent places throughout the city. That pro- 
vision, which was more than that suggested 
in the Air Raid Precautions Handbooks, was 
due to the important strategetic position of 
the city, and the congested nature of the 


population. Of the first-aid posts, five were 
of 2 large type, eight of a medium type, and 
one of the smallest type. Only one school 
had been selected, the other posts being used 
at present for various purposes, e.g., public 
swimming baths, church halls, dance halls, 
warehouses and garages. Copies of the 
original plans of these premises had _ been 
obtained from the city engineer, and their 
adaptation to first-aid posts and first-aid party 
depots had been worked out, together with 
costs. 

It was felt that there was a great need for 
a model first-aid post near the centre of the 
city which could be relied upon to be avail- 
able immediately on the outbreak of hostili- 
ties, and which in peacetime would constitute 
a centre for training and for the social 
activities of the casualty service. With the 
assistance of the City Architect the structure 
was designed; it was the first of its kind to 
be erected in Great Britain. The site chosen 
was within the grounds of St. Mary’s Hospital 
and adjoining one of the main traffic arteries 
of the city. It was a monolithic structure in 
reinforced concrete, giving great rigidity and 
strength. Covered with a cushion of earth, 
one foot six inches thick, it was, as far as 
possible, proof against blast and splinters. 
Most of the internal partitions were easily 
portable, thus making it possible for the size 
of the various rooms to be enlarged or de- 
creased according to demand. Lighting was 
from a main supply through a transformer 
which reduces from 230 to 50 volts. <A trickle 
charger conveyed that to batteries, which 
were blastproof, of the type used in battle- 
ships. In the event of the main supply being 
put out of action, the lighting could be put 
over to the batteries for a period of at least 
four hours. Ventilation was of the pressure 
type through filters, and could be maintained 
by man-power in the event of an emergency. 
Special extractors were provided in the con- 
taminated sections of the post. The water 


supply was taken from a large storage tank . 


in the roof, hot water being provided by an 
independent boiler system with thermostatic 
valves, and blenders to the showers. By 
way of an experiment, only one-half had been 
erected, the cost being £3,200, and the time 
of erection about six weeks. 
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Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 1938. 


The Minister of Health has issued a memo- 
randum to the local authorities whose hous- 
ing operations will be affected by the pro- 
visions of the above-mentioned Act. The 
principal effect of the Act is to prescribe the 
Exchequer and rate contributions payable for 
the different purposes of the Housing Acts 
of 1930 and 1935 in respect of houses com- 
pleted between the beginning of the year 1939 
and September 30, 1942, and it makes no 
alteration in the general housing law as 
affecting either county councils or other local 
authorities. | However, the Act establishes 
special rates of Exchequer subsidy for houses 
built for the agricultural population, not only 
for the purposes of slum clearance and the 
abatement of overcrowding, but also for general 
needs, Also by Section 7 certain liabilities 
in extension of those imposed by previous Acts 
are laid upon county councils to contribute 
towards the provisions of houses by local 
authorities.

_ Presidential Address. 

Appreciation of what he described as the 
bold and admirable report of the President 
of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution on 
the replanning of London was expressed by 
Mason Ricuarp M. Woo tey, President of 
the Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Institute 
of the United Kingdom, in the course of his 
presidential address at Bath, on Thursday, 
July 7.. He said: ‘‘ This vision of the 
immediate future is a great conception, and 
is rich food for immediate earnest thought 
and careful procedure to action. Whatever 
his critics may think, and the report is meant 
to invite criticism, you will agree with me 
in congratulating Sir Charles Bressey, whom 
we welcome as the new President of this 
old and important kindred body, on the 
ableness and clearness of his report, which 
deserves all the praise and appreciation it 
has received I recommend it to the atten- 
tion of all budding estate agents as an 
example of how important a thing report 
writing can be. It is an education to us 
all. The report deals with an area of 1,821 
square miles, and with the traffic problems 
of a population greater than that of Aus- 
tralia. It is agreed by all that very large 
and careful planning is needed to deal with 
the present and increasingly intensive road 
traffic (and the necessity of roads for easy 
evacuation in case of air raids). 

““In paying tribute to this historic docu- 
ment, I agree with Mr. W. D. H. McCullough 
when he pleads for the preservation of some 
of the ancient architectural charms of 
London’s parks and squares and courts, and 
the restitution of the peace they have 
enjoyed for centuries.”’ 

The speaker also mentioned the help which 
was being given by the Government in recon- 
ditioning existing agricultural workers’ 
dwellings and the building of new ones. The 
expenditure was a sound national investment. 
Further help could be given by providing 
subsidies for the erection and improvement 
of farm buildings, for as a cottage was 
necessary to secure a farm worker, so were 
modern farm buildings necessary for the 
production of clean milk and efficient farm- 
ing, and more particularly for the settlement 
of labour on the land. 
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SOME REFLECTIONS ON AIR- 
CONDITIONING 


By F. BURLACE TURPIN, M.1.H.V.E., M.1.F. 


THe demand for conditioned air came 
originally from certain industries in which it 
is essential that the manufacturing processes 
should be carried on in specific atmospheric 
conditions, which entails the use of air con- 
taining a definite and constant; percentage of 
moisture at a correct- temperature. 

It is, desirable, for instance, that the 
atmosphere of a cotton-weaving factory should 
not be too dry, as otherwise the mechanical 
process of weaving will be seriously hampered 
by the continual breaking of the threads on 
the bobbins. In the process of cigarette mak- 
ing the state of the atmosphere affects the 
tobacco, and it is important that conditions 
should be suitable and constant. In printing 
works where multi-colour processes are used, 
it is essential that the colour registration 
should be accurate, and this can only be 
assured if the paper is kept under equable 
conditions as regards moisture content, so 
as to avoid changes of size due to expansion 
and contraction. 

As a result of providing for these and 
similar industrial requirements air-condition- 
ing slowly came into prominence, and it began 
to be realised that it could also provide ideal 
conditions of comfort for the human being. 
Its use was extended to theatres, where, 
owing to the large concentration of people in 
a relatively confined space, difficulty was ex- 
perienced in maintaining a reasonably good 
atmosphere. Nowadays it is increasingly 
adopted in such buildings as_ restaurants, 
hotels, flats, hospitals and stores, where it 
has been found to increase the attraction to 
the public, and therefore business, and also 
the efficiency of employees. 

It is estimated that the time lost by em- 
ployees in industry as a result of respiratory 
complaints due to dust-borne disease germs 
costs insurance companies millions of pounds 
each year. Interesting evidence has also been 
obtained recently on the effect of conditioned 
air upon people living in the tropics, where 
the enervating effect of excessive humidity is 
very apparent, and where the mental and 
physical efficiency of humans is normally only 
about one-half of what it is in an ideal 
climate. 


The Importance of Moisture. 

The need for maintaining a proper propor- 
tion of moisture in the air appears to have 
first become apparent, as far as domestic 
requirements are concerned, with the intro- 
duction of central heating, when it was 
realised that temperature alone was no 
criterion of comfort for the human being. In 
an endeavour to overcome the dryness of the 
atmosphere resulting from heating cold air 
with hot-water radiators, trays of water were 
often placed over the latter in the belief that 
the evaporation of the water would satisfac- 
torily humidify the air. In actual fact a calcu- 
lation will show that with such a device the 
rate of evaporation is only sufficient to 
increase the relative humidity by about 2 per 
cent., which is an infinitesimal amount as far 
as its direct effect on the human being is con- 
cerned, although the psychological effect was 
no doubt beneficial. 

The common practice of placing a bow] of 
water in front of a gas fire in an attempt to 
humidify the air is even less effective, since, 
despite the increased rate of vaporisation of 
the water in the bowl, most of the humidi- 
fied air passes straight into the chimney of 
the gas fire. 

It may be wondered why humidity affects 
the comfort of the individual to the extent 
that it does. But the human body must emit 
moisture from the skin and lungs at a cer- 
tain rate in order to preserve bodily comfort, 
and unless the rate of evaporation of this 
moisture: is sufficient to keep the body and 
clothing dry, discomfort will be caused. This 
rate of evaporation depends mainly upon the 
quantity of moisture in the atmosphere, and 


_ 


the importance of humidity is therefore 
apparent. A dry atmosphere is also injurious 
to the health because it adversely affects the 
delicate mucous membranes of the nose, 
throat and lungs, and tends to reduce their 
disease-resisting properties; and it is said by 
leading medical authorities that this is one 
of the primary causes of such ailments as the 
common cold and influenza. 


Relative Humidity. 

Relative humidity is the proportion of 
moisture in the air at a given temperature 
to the maximum of moisture which the air 
could hold at that temperature. When the 
air is saturated with moisture and is incapable 
of holding any more, the relative humidity 
reaches 100 per cent. Conversely, when the 
air is only partially saturated, the percentage 
of relative humidity is reduced, the actual 
humidity of the air at any time being directly 
influenced by its temperature. A relative 
humidity of between 45 and 65 per cent. with 
a dry bulb temperature of approximately 
62 deg. Fahr. is usually considered satisfac- 
tory in this country. 

If the best results are to be obtained from 
air-conditioning, the distribution and move- 
ment of the air must be regarded as of equal 
importance with the relative humidity. It 
has been proved by practical experiment that 
bodily comfort is much increased by the cir- 
culation of air at the appropriate calidity and 
temperature over the surface of the skin. 
This prevents the formation of a stagnant 
layer of humid air round the body, which, 
if not continually carried off, prevents the 
conditioned air from coming into contact with 
the skin. The appropriate rate of air move- 
ment depends to some extent upon the con- 
stitution of the individual, but for the average 
person a velocity of about 10 ft. per minute 
should be maintained. 


The Functions of Air-conditioning. 

The purpose of an air-conditioning system is 
therefore to cleanse the air by removing the 
dust, soot, bacteria, odours and other con- 
taminations, and also distribute it effectively 
at all times. During the winter the air must 
be heated and humidified (moistened), and 
during the summer, cooled and de-humidified 
(dried). This treatment involves the use of 
apparatus to supply the necessary heat in one 
form or another, and also cooling by means of 
cold water, ice, or mechanical refrigeration. 
When the performance of this equipment is 
properly controlled its combined effect will 
produce the requisite air conditions. 

“ What effect,’’ it may be asked, ‘“‘ does 
this treatment have on the air after it has 
been filtered and washed, humidified or 
de-humidified, and heated and cooled, as the 
case may be? Is the air de-vitalised or other- 
wise affected in any way ?”’ 

As far as can be ascertained by analysis, its 
virgin state is little impaired after undergoing 
these changes. Some change may take place in 
the ionic content of the air; but, so far as is 
known, this has no physiological effect. It is 
recognised, however, that conditiond air does 
not possess exactly the same stimulating 
qualities as those existing in the open country 
under ideal weather conditions. So far, no 
conclusive explanation for this has been forth- 
coming. It has been stated that the cause 
may be the absence of the ultra-violet rays 
which are so beneficial to human beings, but 
this theory may be discounted since perfect 
atmospheric conditions often exist after sunset. 


Conditions in Cities. 

The conditions now prevailing in large 
cities, owing to the increase of noise and the 
vitiated atmosphere, are rendering the use 
of fully conditioned air increasingly. im- 
portant, as it provides a means of preventing 
both sound and dirt entering buildings 
through the windows, which can be kept per- 
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manently closed and may be double glazed 
for the insulation of sound and heat. The 
impurities which are usually found in the 
air of large cities include—to mention only a 
few—particles of earth, carbon, metal, rust, 
wood, sand, cotton, ash and pollen; and these, 
when inhaled in the quantities normally ex- 
perienced, although not in_ themselves 
injurious, are excellent carriers of disease- 
producing bacteria, and therefore constitute a 
source of danger. 

Anyone who has the misfortune to occupy 
an office on the ground or first floor of a 
building, the windows of which overlook a 
busy and narrow thoroughfare has, no doubt, 
been compelled on many occasions during the 
hot weather to sacrifice cleanliness and quiet- 
ness for ventilation, and to open the windows 
in order to obtain a change of air. Having 
once experienced these alternatives of noise 
and stuffiness, he will fully appreciate the 
benefits to be derived from air-conditioning. 


Prevention of Condensation. 

In addition to the suppression of noise and 
the exclusion of dirt, air-conditioning may 
also be utilised to dispel condensation 
troubles, which, in some form or another, 
have been experienced by everyone. It is, 
perhaps, most prevalent on glazed surfaces, 
such as windows and mirrors, and, to a 
smaller extent, on wall and ceiling surfaces; 
and wearers of spectacles will have noticed 
its formation on the lenses when first enter- 
ing a heated building, with a high percentage 
of relative humidity, from a cool atmosphere 
outside. : 

Condensation occurs when air comes into 
contact with a surface having a temperature 
below the dew point temperature of the air 
itself, and can be prevented either by increas- 
ing the temperature of the surface or by 
reducing the dew point temperature of the 
air, The former is not always practicable, 
but the dew point temperature of properly 
conditioned air can be controlled accordingly. 


Effects of Polluted Atmosphere on Health. 

In the normal course of our existence the 
respiratory system of each one of us is called 
upon to clean approximately 34 lb. of air per 
day—a process that, if the air is highly 
polluted, throws a considerable strain upon 
the delicate filters with which Nature has 
endowed us. If, however, the air we breathe 
can ibe delivered to us already ‘‘ washed,” 
and as clean as linen fresh from the laundry— 
as it can be if treated in an air-conditioning 
system—this strain and the other harmful con- 
sequences of vitiated air will be avoided. 

The whole problem of air-borne infection is 
at present under further investigation, with 
a view to rendering air supplies free from 
living micro-organisms, since it is considered 
that by means of sanitary air-control naso- 
pharyngeal infections can be reduced in the 
same way and to the same degree that 
intestinal diseases have been reduced by the 
provision of a pure water supply. 


Temperature Control. 

With the appropriate apparatus, the air 
inside a building can be constantly main- 
tained at the desired temperature irrespective 
of the prevailing climatic conditions. The 
difference in temperature between the internal 
and external air should not, however, exce 
10 deg. Fahr. during hot weather. If the 
atmosphere in a building is considerably 
colder than that outside, the sudden change 
of conditions experienced when entering it is 
apt to cause a shock to the human system, 
which requires some time to _ become 
acclimatised to the lower temperature. 

The air-conditioning apparatus also 
regulates automatically the relative humidity 
to a definite percentage, which is constantly 
maintained within very close limits of the 
pre-determined figure. 


Methods of Air-Conditioning. 

Until a few years ago air-conditioning was 
only considered practicable when a fairly 
large volume of air was to be treated, owing 
to the somewhat extensive—and expeisive— 
equipment required. Recent developments, 
however, have produced a self-contained unt 
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for individual room conijitioning, and this is 
usually fixed under one of the windows. This 
unit normally stands about 3 ft. high, 2 ft. in 
width, and 1ft. in depth; is finished in 

lished woodwork or enamelled metalwork, 
and is usually electrically operated through- 
out. Another method, also suitable for smaller 
buildings, consists of a number of coolers 
fixed in the various rooms (usually near the 
ceiling) and supplied with a refrigerant from 
a central compressor. 

For the larger types of building, the 
centralised system is used almost exclusively 
in preference to the independent room units 
on account of the lower first cost. There are, 
however, instances where a number of 
independent units, each serving a small 
number of rooms, have been installed in one 
large building; the object being to provide 
independent control of the air conditions in 
each series of rooms. : 

In the past difficulty was sometimes experi- 
enced in accommodating the range of ducting 
necessary for the distribution of the condi- 
tioned air from the central system through- 
out the building, especially where it was 
desirable that the effect of the interior finish 
or decoration should rot be interfered with or 
spoiled. ‘To-day, however, as a result of the 
changes that have taken place in the design 
and construction of buildings, of improved 
co-operation between the architect and 
engineer in the initial planning, and also of 
recent developments in the production of 
building materials, this difficulty has been 
overcome. 

The ducting can, for example, be rendered 
invisible with a plaster finish by the use of 
expanded metal. It can be concealed from 
view above suspended ceilings, or provision 
made for its accommodation in beam and 
stanchion casings, or behind window reveals. 
The inlet or extract air-grille may also be 
embodied as part of an electric light fitting. 


Future Developments. 

There is little doubt that as its advantages 
become more widely known air-conditioning 
will be increasingly used in the near future, 
not only in industry, but for institutional. 
office and residential buildings. 


It may prove to be an effective means of - 


combating obscure ailments and diseases that 
have hitherto baffled medical research ; and 
its importance in hospitals, and particularly 
operating theatres (where, for example, the 
ether convulsions of a patient under an 
anesthetic and anesthetic explosions due to 
static electricity might thus be overcome with 
controlled air conditions) will, no doubt, be 
duly recognised. 

We may not yet be able to control or manu- 
facture our weather, but inside our buildings 
we can certainly have the “‘climate’’ we 
prefer; and it is not perhaps too optimistic 
to look forward to the time (in the not very 
distant future) when we shall be able to 
obtain it as easily as we do the cold air in 
the domestic refrigerator.

LONDON BUILDING 
BY-LAWS—XX

PART IV.—SECTION 3. 
Maximum Permissible Pressure on Walls 
and Piers—(Continued). 

It will be interesting to see how the 
building industry will. accommodate itself 
to this new set of circumstances and par- 
ticularly how the manufacturers will react. 
It is already a common practice for brick- 
makers to test their products from time 
to time, and it may be that bricks for load- 
bearing work, particularly ‘‘ engineering ” 
bricks, will presently be sold with a 
guarantee as to performance. It would 
remain to be seen to what extent such 
guarantees would be accepted by district 
surveyors as compliance with the “or 
otherwise ”’ of by-law No. 25, but un- 
doubtedly such a practice would tend to 
reduce the number of tests of bricks and 
blocks after delivery on the spite, and 
would, in every way, facilitate the work- 
ing of this by-law. 

It is interesting to note that the new 
Ministry of Health Model Building By- 
laws give a Table of “ Permissible Pres- 
sures on Walls Constructed of Bricks or 
Solid Blocks’ in the Second Schedule to 
the Model. 

Table VIII in by-law No. 60 specifies the 
permissible pressures on walls and piers 
of plain concrete. Here again the by-law 
is in accord with the corresponding Table 
in the British Standard Specification 
No. 449. 

Permissible pressures are allotted to the 
whole range of mixes I to VII set out in 
Table I of by-law No. 14, and provide a 
factor of safety of about 4.7 on the 
required minimum resistance to crushing 
in Table I. 

The mixes designated IV and_-V, or varia- 
tions within the range of those two mixes, 
will probably be those generally used for 
walls of plain concrete poured in situ, as 
the first three may be regarded as too rich 
to be employed safely without reinforce- 
ment and the last two are prohibited by 
by-law 14, which stipulates that concrete 
containing more than 10 cub. ft. of aggre- 
gate per 112 lb. of cement shall not be 
used in the construction of a building or 
any part thereof. Possibly the inclusion 
of the last two grades in this Table is in- 
tended as a guide to applicants for waiver 
of the inhibition of by-law 14 to walls of 
porous concrete. 

There were no pressures prescribed in 
the Third Schedule to the Act of 1930 in 
respect of plain concrete walls and piers. 

The same by-law provides that where, 
owing to the combination of old work with 
new, or for any other reason, the designa- 
tions of the materials are not determined, 
the stresses are to be to the approval of 
the district surveyor. But where materials 
of various known categories are employed 
the appropriate stresses are to be those of 
the weakest. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
pressures given in both Tables VII and 
VIII are generally maxima, a provision is 
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made for an increase in pressure up to 
20 per cent. in the case of a stress due to 
loading of a purely local nature such as 
that induced hy the end of a beam or 
column where the immediate part of the 
wall or pier so stressed is surrounded by 
material not fully loaded, to which the 
extra stress is transmitted. 

While no such allowance was made in 
the Third Schedule to the London Build- 
ing Act, 1930, nor in the Reinforced Con- 
crete Regulations, a similar provision: was 
made in the Code of Practice for Steel- 
work. The. British Standard Specifica- 
tion 449, and also the Second Schedule to 
the Model Building By-laws allow an in- 
crease of 50 per cent. for concentrated 
loadings of the nature described. 

So far the stresses dealt with in this 
Section of Part IV have been compres- 
By-law No. 61 has the effect. of de- 
finitely limiting calculations, with certain 
exceptions, to those of compression, and 
excludes shear and tension from calcula- 
tions for brickwork and plain concrete. If 
this rule were carried to extremes it would 
have the effect of prohibiting the use of 
brickwork or plain concrete for such con- 
structions as arches, lintols, corbels, etc. ; 
exception is therefore made under the 
by-law for that purpose, tension and shear 
being limited to one-tenth of the permis- 
sible compression stress. 

It is to be noted that by-law No. 61 
merely forbids the general taking into 
account of tension and stress in walls and 
piers, and does not suggest anything go 
absurd as that masonry is fluid and such 
stresses do not exist. The stresses exist; 
but not the data. This is one of those cases 
referred to early in Article XVII of this 
series, where it was stated that. building 
science lags behind practical experience. 
The empirical rules for wall thicknesses 
frequently permit short walls to be of a 
less thickness than longer walls, thus re- 
cognising and allowing for shear and ten- 
sion in walls in their horizontal beam 
action between such supports as the 
buttressing walls. This has been justified 
by experience though not yet by data. Had 
there been no corresponding provision 
made in the by-laws for the calculated 
walls, the anomalous position would have 
been created wherein a benefit permitted 
to the constructor who adopted the em- 
pirical rules would have been denied the 
constructor who calculated his walls and 
piers. 

The situation is alleviated by a proviso 
to by-law No. 61 allowing a rebate of 25 
per cent. of the wind pressure for the cal: 
culation of the overturning moment in 
respect of walls having a length between 
lateral supports not exceeding 45 ft. and 
not exceeding 45 times the thickness of 
the walls. By the introduction of this 
arbitrary measure, the designer is per- 
mitted to assume a fictitious condition, 
and thereby to obtain a reduction in wall 
thickness which practice has shown to be 
appropriate to a set of actual conditions 
which lack of scientific data forbids his 
taking into account. 


Underpinning. 


By-law No. 62 is the counterpart of by- 
law No. 57 in that, while by-law No. 57 


‘dealt with underpinning empirically on a 


basis of wall thickness, by-law No. 62 re- 
quires underpinning to be carried out with- 
in the stress limits imposed by the by-laws 
dealing with loads and stresses. 

Both by-laws have the over-riding re- 
quirement that the underpinning is to be 
executed to the satisfaction of the district 
surveyor.

In the build- 
ing of brickwork, for instance, the weaker 
mix resulting from the use of, say, six parts 
of sand to one part of lime gauged with one 
part of Portland cement just before use is 
an advantage. | te se Ae 


Sir,—The chemical formule of the setting 
actions of Portiand cement and hydraulic lime 
are somewhat complicated, and differ in detail. 
The actions are alike, however, in being 
chemical actions which produce _ setting 
through the combining of the constituents of 
the cement or lime and water, without depen- 
dence upon the atmosphere. Both, therefore, 
can set under water. Mortar. 


Piecework.

Sir,—Conditions of measurements for roof- 
ing specialists were agreed upon several years 
ago by the Federations, and are usually set 
forth in detail on the back of estimates.

Rot in Timber.

Weight of Partitions.

Sm,—It depends entirely on the design of 
the hollow tile or concrete floor. Proper calcu- 
lations should be taken before ~ loads are 
put upon suspended floors; but if querist is 
working off the ground floor he could perhaps 
ut the proposed partitions over one another. 
n any case, he should use a light pumice 
partition, not half bricks. H. steel if neces- 
sary could be used in the partitions and 
covered with expanded metal and plastered 
over.

Mis-shapen Timber.

Sm,—Timber should be seasoned slowly and 
naturally, under which conditions the sap will 
coagulate and form a stable building timber 
not unduly susceptible to changes of humidity. 
Mis-shapen members indicate hurried and un- 
even seasoning, or improper conversion, and 
such timber is likely to shrink and swell ab- 
normally under changes of humidity, and 
should therefore be rejected from any building 
of good class. TIMBER. 

Srr,—If the timber was going to be used in 
joinery, by reducing in size the mis-shapened 
stuff would disappear; but if used in floors or 
ceiling joists it would give a good deal of 


trouble. -If it were used in partitions and sub- 
sequently lathed and plastered the dis- 
crepancies could be lost; it depends entirely 
upon what it would be used for. G. W. H.

SUPPORT OF BUILDINGS

RIGHT TO SUPPORT BY EASEMENT. 


WHEN an easement of support is estab- 
lished, it carries with it all the subservient 
rights which are reasonably necessary for its 
enjoyment. For instance, it gives to the 
dominant owner a right to enter the premises 
of the servient owner, when necessary, in order 
to make such repairs as are necessary for the 
enjoyment by him of the easement. And if 
the servient owner does anything which inter. 
feres with the right, or renders the enjoyment 
of the right more difficult and more expensive 
to the dominant owner, he may be restrained 
by an injunction. 

Each and every change which is made by a 
servient owner, and which affects the rights 
of a dominant owner, gives rise to a fresh 
cause of action; consequently, the Statutes of 
Limitation do not commence to run against 
a dominant owner until each change takes 
place. 

In estimating the amount of the damages 
due to the change, the depreciation in market 
value of the property must be taken into 
account as each change occurs. The risk of 
damage due to any future change which may 
occur cannot be regarded in any one action; 
as, in order to recover damages in an action, 
they must be the immediate or proximate con- 
sequence of the change which has been made, 
otherwise they are considered to be too 
remote and are not recoverable. 

A servient owner is under no obligation to 
do any repairs in order to maintain the ease- 
ment of support enjoyed by the dominant 
owner, unless, of course, he has agreed to do 
so. The dominant owner has, as already 
pointed out, a right to enter the servient 
owner’s premises for the purpose of doing 
such repairs as are necessary for the main- 
tenance of the support. An easement of sup- 
port from one building to another cannot, it 
is Clear, exist if the buildings do not adjoin 
each other. 

An owner of an outside wall may create 
what is known as a_cross-easement by 
granting a divided half of it to the adjoining 
owner for the latter’s use in erecting his build- 
ing, and with the intention of setting up a 
party wall. In such circumstances both owners 
have rights in the nature of easements. But 
subject to such rights, each owner of half of 
the wall has the right to do what he pleases 
with his half. He must, however, always use 
care and avoid a charge of negligence, and 
must not use the half-wall for any other pur- 
pose than was originally intended by the grant 
of it. And although, in general, each owner 
may repair the other owner’s half of the wall 
so that each may enjoy the cross-easement 
over it given by the grant, neither owner is 
liable if, owing to the effects of time and 
natural decay and circumstances beyond his 
control, his half falls down. The cross-ease- 
ment then disappears altogether.

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NOTES ON ESTIMATING 


FOR BUILDERS’ WORK 


XXVII 
By J. H. BARNS, F.1.0.B. 


Electrician. 


A BUILDER may be required to prepare an 
estimate for wiring for electric light and 
similar work, and it is essential that he should 
hav? some knowledge of the methods of 
arriving at the cost of the work involved in 
both material and labour. There are many 
qualities of workmanship and many kinds of 
wiring, conduits and fittings, but the three 
examples which are given below are a fair 
indication of the class of inexpensive work in 
common use. : 


The first and cheapest would be the steel 
conduit with the slip joints and grip fittings 
and although this will meet the requirements 
of the Fire Insurance Companies it is hardly 
good enough for good-class building work, as 
nails may accidentally be driven through the 
tubing. The conduit boxes would not be of 
the inspection type and the wall switch would 
be fixed to a wood-block and not to a box. 
The next example is for electric light wiring 
in ordinary wood casing. This form of carry- 
ing out work is now rather out of date, and 
it is not particularly cheap, as the wood 
casing costs about the same as screwed 
tubing. The conduit fittings, bends, tees, 
etc., would not be required for this type of 
work, as they would be in steel conduit and 
the labour would be higher than for screwed 
conduit. Wood casing has to be fairly neatly 
mitred and fitted, as it shows on the surface. 
The third example will be of ordinary 
simplex screwed tubing with screwed fittings. 
The conduit fittings would consist of inspec- 
tion boxes, etc., and the wall switch would 
be fixed to a box. 


The customary method of estimating for 
comparatively small works would be to charge 
at so much per point, which would be done 
by averaging the amount of the material 
required for each point somewhat similar to 
that as shown below. In the case of large 
works the matter would have to be dealt with 
on a different basis.

_The screwed conduit is a better-class job, 
and therefore the fittings cost a little more. 

Electric conduits can be obtained with 
silver lac finish, and the cost is about 24 per 
cent. over the ordinary black finish and the 
additional cost of such tubing per electric 
lighting point would be very little. 


Lead-covered wiring is sometimes used for 
temporary and unimportant work, and the 
cost per point would he similar to the cost of 
wiring in slip-joint tubing mentioned above. 

By way of comparison, it may be noted 
that some gas companies will supply barrel 
and run to gas points at about 11s. per point. 


If main electric cables are required to be 
run in a building, the following are the rates 
for such work. These are based on the work 
being of an average class and in a new build- 
ing, and for cables being run in heavy-gauge 
conduits (usually called screwed tubing), with 
necessary draw-in boxes, etc., and cables of 
the 600 megohm per mile grade, English 
manufacture, N.A. quality :—

The loads are based in 100 ft. run. Should 
this be exceeded, the next size of cable 
would be required to take the load. There 
is a drop of voltage on a long run of cable, 
and on, say, 100 ft. run, this might equal 
2 volts. and it is therefore necessary where 
more than 100 ft. run (or 200 ft. lead and 
return) of cable is required, to allow for this, 
which would necessitate using the next 
higher-sized cable. A 600-megohm cable by 
an associated firm, being a better grade of 
material, would cost about 20 per cent. more 
than N.A. cable. If 2,500 Association cable 
were used, the cost would be about another 
10 per cent. over cost of 600-megohm cable. 


Most public authorities accept a cable equal 
to non-associated firms’ cables, unless another 
quality is specified. Solid-drawn tubing, 
which is the most expensive kind of tubing 
used for electrical work, costs about 30 per 
cent. more than screwed tubing, and would 
cause an increase on the overall prices stated 
(cable and tubing) of about 20 per cent. for 
this quality of tube. 


The approximate cost of cutting chase and 
letting tube in flush to brickwork and making 
good plastering would be 9d. to 1s. per ft. 
run. If the tubes were let in to the surface 
plastering only and plastering made good, 
the cost would be about 6d. per ft. run. If 
the wiring were being run in a dwelling- 
house, it is possible to reduce the cost of 
attendance on electricians, as the pipes may 
be run in the floor joists, etc. In that case, 
the general attendance of other trades on 
electricians may cost about 1s. 6d. per point. 


The builders’ profit must be added to all 
the above items. 


To find the appropriate size .of cable re- 
quired for wiring to motors, it may be stated 
that— 


5.0 amperes per h.p. should be allowed 
for 230 volts single-phase A.C. or D.C. 
1.7 amperes per h.p. should be allowed 
for 410 volts three-phase A.C. or 

440/500 volts D.C. 


Therefore, for a 5-h.p. motor on 230 volts 
circuit a 25-ampere load should be wired for, 
which would require 7/064 cables; and for 
the same size motor on three-phase the load 
would be 8.5 amperes, for which 7/029 cables 
would be ample. 

The cost of motors with starters and slide 
rails can be obtained from the various makers. 
The cost to fix a motor and starter would 
be about 15s., and this would depend upon 
the size of the motor, as two men must be 
sent to fix it, and if two men could lift the 
machine it. could be fixed for the figure 
stated, but if it were a larger size and lifting 
tackle had to be supplied, this would increase 
the cost. The cost of the concrete bed would 
have to be paid for separately; probably a

‘medium-sized foundation would cost about 


20s., together with a template for holding 
down bolts, and it would probably be worth 
about 10s. to grout with cement the motor- 
holding-down bolts and slide-rails when fixed. 








The cost of lining up the motor so that the 
pulley should be in perfect alignment with 
the machine it is to drive would be an 
engineer’s matter, and must depend upon the 
class of work which has to be done. In the 
case of mains only being run in a building, 
the supply company would require distribu- 
tion boards for various floors or suites. Then 
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each tenant could have his own board and 
the company would seal it off when not in 
use. For these distribution boards the cost 
would be about 13s. 6d. each way (or suite 
of offices). The electric supply companies 
sometimes make a charge for bringing the 
main cable into the building, and the amount 
(if any) would depend on local circumstances.

A Musical Analogy. 

** Decibels and Phons’’ is the title of an 
informative booklet by Mr. S. Lloyd, C.B., 
M.A., Principal Assistant Secretary to the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. The author states in the preface 
that with the growing consciousness of noise 
nuisance, two words are coming into use, 
namely, decibel and phon, and that their 
meaning,-although vague to many who now 
use them, can be made clear to any musician 
by a simple analogy. Part I of the booklet 
gives a general explanation of the meaning of 
the phon, completed in detail in Part II.

TIMBER STORAGE SHEDS. 


THe new timber storage sheds constructed 
almost entirely of Empire timber at the 
wharves of Messrs. James Latham, Litd., at 
Leeside, Clapton, E., were opened on Tues- 
day, July 5, by the Right Hon. Sir Earle 
Page, G.C.M.G., Deputy Prime Minister of 
Australia. 

The intention of the firm in erecting these 
buildings is to show that ample and suitable 
supplies of appropriate timber are available 
within the Empire, and that timber can be 
used for heavy structures, such as aircraft 
hangars, storage buildings, barracks, etc., 
particularly when demands on steel are 
heavy. The buildings are constructed exclu- 
sively of Australian jarrah .and British 
Columbian pine, with roof spans on the 
Bristol truss principle. 


It is claimed that insurance companies con- 


sider timber beams, solid timber supports, 
and substantial timber structures generally 
to be a good fire risk, as wood will only char, 
and after the fiercest flames will continue to 


. support the building. Instances are recorded 


where beams and timber uprights forming 
part of a building gutted by fire have been 
found to be charred to a depth of no more 
than 4 in., which has been sawn off and 
the beams re-employed when the building 
was reconstructed. 

The sheds have a storage capacity of over 
14 million cubic feet of timber, and are 
probably the first structures of their kind to 
be erected under the new London County 
Council Code of Practice for the use of timber 
in the construction of buildings, which came 
into force on January 1. Jarrah (Eu. mar- 


eo 
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ginata), of which the main structural timbers 
are formed, was accepted by the London 
County Council as a graded timber. ‘Lhe 
main posts supporting the roof trusses :re 
9 in. by 9 in., crane posts and beams being 
12 in. by 12 in. 

The trusses are of unusual design, and are 
built up of British Columbian pine to the {oi- 
lowing scantlings :—Trusses: Lattice mem- 
bers, 5 in. by 2 in.; rafters, 2/5 in. by 2 in ; 
ties, 9 in. by 1 in.; purlins, 7 in. by 2 in. 

The loads from the structure are trai:s- 
mitted to a reinforced concrete foundaticn 
into which the posts are socketed. 

The architects were Messrs. 8. Clifford Tuc 
and Gale, and the general contractors W. and 
C. French, the timber being supplied iy 
Messrs, James Latham, Ltd. 


In the course of the opening ceremony Sir 
Earle Page said that, as one who had dove 
a certain amount of saw-milling, he was 
pleased to inaugurate these new buildings coi:- 
structed of Empire timbers. Within a few 
miles of William Rufus’s Westminster Hail 
there was no need to boost the value of timb«r 
for building purposes. That timber had becn 
standing for some 850 years, and wou'd 
probably stand for another similar period. it 
was good to see an old firm such as Messis. 
Latham using the old material. (Messrs. 
James Latham, Ltd., were established 123 
years, ago). 

Sir Owen Williams also spoke.
